The 
publicity committee shall be 
responsible for the 
dissemination of information 
to the mass media concerning 
the activities of the 
association and amateur radio 
in general. (website, 
Megafest, Facebook, scout 
shows, library display) 


Article VII - Section 7. 
Membership committee. 
The membership committee 
shall be responsible for 
keeping the membership list 
current, including both new 
membership applications and 
renewals. In addition, 
changes to the roster will be 
provided to the Zero Beat 
editor for publication as soon 
as practical after they are 
received by the membership 
committee.
